S nothing hath hitherto 
been publiſhed which pro- 
feſſedly relates to the Alien Pri- 
ories and their Poſſeſſions in 
this kingdom, it is hoped that 
the following Collections (by a 
Gentleman whoſe name I am not 
permitted to mention, and which 
have ſince been conſiderably aug- 
mented by ſome other learned 
friends) will prove acceptable to 
the Lovers of Engliſh Antiquity.

Alien Priories were cells of 
the religious houſes in England 
which belonged to foreign mo- 
naſteries: for when manors or 
tithes were given to foreign 
convents, the monks, either to 
increaſe their own rule, or 
rather to have faithful ſtew- 
ards of their revennes, built a 
{ſmall convent here for the re- 
ception of ſuch a number as 
they thought proper, and con- 
ſtituted priors over them. 
Within theſe cells there was the 
ſame diſtinction as in thoſe prio- 
ries which were cells ſubordinate 
to ſome great abbey; ſome of 


theſe were conventual, and, 


having priors of their own 
chooſing, thereby became entire 
ſocieties 
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ſocieties within themſelves, and 
received the revenues belonging 
to their ſeveral houſes for their 
own uſe and benefit, paying 
only the ancient apport*, ac- 
knowledgement, or obvention, 
at firſt the ſurpluſage to the 
foreign houſe; but others de- 
pended entirely on the foreign 
houſes, who appointed and re- 
moved their priors at pleaſure. 
Theſe tranſmitted all their re- 
venues to the foreign head 
houſes; for which reaſon their 
eſtates were generally ſeized 
to carry on the wars between 
England and France, and re-

ſtored to them again on return 
of peace. Theſe alien priories 
were moſt of them founded 
by ſuch as had foreign abbies 
founded by themſelves or by 
ſome of their family x. 

The whole number is not 
exactly aſcertained; the Monaſ- 
ticon hath given a liſt of 109; 
Weever (p. 338) ſays 110; an 
account 1s here given of 146. A 
few in Normandy, mentioned in 

Neuſtria Pia only, (whoſe lands 
have not yet been diſcovered) 
are ſuppoſed to have been 
founded by ſome of the ancient 
Engliſh nobility or their de- 
| ſcendants.

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INTRODUCTION; 
A GENERAL DESCRIPTION 


SEVEN NORMAN CATHEDRALS, 


\ TORMANDY, one of the 
moſt fruitful provinces in 
France, except in wine, is bound- 
ed by the Engliſn channel on 
the North; by Picardy and the 
He of France, on the Eaſt; by 
the Orleannois on the South; 
and by Britanny and another 


part of the Engliſh channel on 
Vor. I. b the 
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the Weſt: being near 200 miles 
in length from Eaſt to Weſt, 
and 100 in breadth from North 
to South. It was formerly called 
Neuſtria, and is divided in two 
parts, Upper and Lower. 

Upper Normandy compre- 
hends the Pais de Caux, Bray, 
Vexin, Roumais, Champagne, 


Ouche, Lieuvin, and Auge,— 


Lower Normandy thoſe of Beſ- 
ſin, Bocage, Cotentin, Avranchin, 
and Houme. 

The French geographers ſub- 
divide this province into juriſ- 
dictions, generalities, govern- 
ments, and dioceſes; but I ſhall 
confine myſelf to the latter, 
which are ſeven in number; 

| Rouen, 
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Rouen, Bayeux, Avranches, Ev- 
reux, Seez, Liſieux, and Cou- 
tances. 


The dioceſe of ROVEN is one 
of the largeſt and moſt conſi- 
derable in the kingdom of France. 
It is 35 leagues in length, and 
20 in width, bounded by the ſea 
on the North ſide, and within 
land contiguous to the dioceſes 
of Amiens, Beauvais, Paris, 
Chartres, Evreux, and Liſieux. 
In that extent are comprehended 
the Pais de Caux, de Roumois, 
de Vexin, and de Bray. The 
city of Rouen, and towns of Di- 
eppe, Giſors, Caudebec, Havre 
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de Grace, Montivilliers, Feſcamp, 
Andely, Meulan, Pontoiſe, Mag- 
ny, Chaumont, Gournay, Lions, 
Eu, Aumale, Neufchatel, Arques, 
Elbeuf, Quillebeuf, and Har- 
fleur; above 60 bourgs, or bo- 
roughs; 1388 pariſhes; ſix arch- 
deaconries; 3o rural deanries ; 
Io chapters of canons; 28 ab- 
beys; and above 100 religious 
houſes of both ſexes. The arch- 
biſhop of Rouen is primate of 
Normandy, earl of Dieppe and 
Louviers, and lord of Gaillon, 


Freſne, and Deville ; having in 


thoſe places Haute Juſtice, 7. e. 
a power to judge and determine 
all civil and criminal cauſes 
(except high treaſon) ariſing 

within 
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within the liberty or precincts 
of theſe places. He collates to 
nine dignities in the cathedral of 
Rouen, and to near 60 canonries 
as well in thai chapter as thoſe 
of Andely and St. George. He 
preſents or nominates to 120 
churches, 40 chapels, and ſeveral 
other benefices, and his annual 
income is about 50, ooo livres. 
The biſhops of Bayeux, Av- 
ranches, Evreux, Seez, Liſieux, 
and Coutances, are his ſuffra- 
gans. 

The ſee of Rouen owes its 
foundation to Mellon, a native 
of Cardiff in Glamorganſhire, 
who planted Chriſtianity here 
about the- middle of the third 
b.3 century.. 
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century. The firſt cathedral 

dedicated to the Virgin 'Mary, 

was built by him about A.D. 

270; the preſent by St. Romain 

about 633, enlarged by Richard 

I. duke of Normandy, 942, by 

archbiſhop Robert, ſurnamed 

the Magnificent, 1030, and 

finiſhed by Maurile 1055. The 

nave is in length 210 feet, the 

choir 110, and Lady chapel 88: 

total length from Eaſt to Weſt 

408 feet: the breadth of the 

—nave and ailes 93 feet, and the 
length from the pavement to 
the vaulting 94 feet; the tran- 

ſept 164 feet from North to 

South; the center tower, 152 

feet high, reſts on four pillars, 

each 
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each 31 feet in circumference, 
and compoſed of 31 ſmaller pil- 
lars, and ſupports a ſpire 380 
feet high, aſcended by 500 ſteps, 
erected 1514; it has 130 win- 
dows, three of them in form 
of roſes or marigolds, and 
many of them beautifully paint- 
ed. The archbiſhop's throne and 
the ſtalls are very magnificent, 
and built 1467. The ſcreen be- 
fore the choir has two handſome 
chapels, that on the right hand 
dedicated to our Lady of the 
Vow by the citizens, in a great 
plague, about the middle of the 
I4th century. There are 23 
other chapels. The Lady chapel 
behind the choir was built by 

bi the 
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the chapter 1302 ; it is 57 feet 
high, well lighted, and tall of 
magnificent tombs, 

The Weſt porch, with its 
towers, 1s 170 feet wide; the 
three portals loaded with bas- 
reliefs and niches ſtript of their 
ſtatues by the Hugonots 1502: 
over the middle door was the 
genealogy of the Virgin. This 


front being ruinous was taken 


down 1500, aud rebuilt by Cardi- 
nal 'Amboiſe, then archbiſhop. 


Three of its turrets were blown 


down in a moit violent hail- 
ſtorm on Midſummer day 1683, 
which did other damage to this 
church to a conſiderable amount. 
The four de Beurre, or Butter 

3 tower, 
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toter, on the right hand of the 
portal, ſo called from a papal diſ- 
penſation permitting the contri- 
butors towards it to uſe butter 
and milk meats during Lent, was 
begun 1485, and finithed 1507, 
near 230 feet high, and contains 
the great bell called Georges d Am- 
boiſe, caſt 1 501. The correſpond- 
ing tower of St. Romain was built 
as at preſent about 1470, and 
contains eight bells and a large 


one. Before the Weſt front is 


an incloſure nearly ſquare, called 
the Porch or Court of our Lady, 
with a fountain. The two tran- 
ſepts have alſo rich porches 
with two towers. One of theſe 
is called the Bookſellers Porch, 

becauſe 
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becauſe their ſhops were for- 
merly in it. The other, Portail 
de la Calende. 

The chapter conſiſts of the 
archbiſhop, dean, chanter, trea- 
ſurer, ſix archdeacons, a chancel= 
lor, and 50 canons. 

In the middle of the choir 1s 
the tomb of Charles V of France, 
I 380, with his figure holding 
in his hand his heart which is 
buried here : on the ſide of the 
high altar, the figure of Richard 
1, king of England, whoſe heart 
was alſo buried here: and oppo- 
ſite to him Henry, ſon of Hen- 
ry II, king of England; William 
his uncle, ſon of Geoffrey Plan-

John, duke of Bedford, regent 
of France 1435. In the Lady 
chapel are monuments of the two 
Cardinals d' Amboiſe, uncle and 
nephew; Louis de Breze, grand 
ſeneſchal of Normandy, and his 
wife Diana de Poitiers, who had 
been miſtreſs of Henry IV.

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The dioceſe of BayruxX is 
above 20 leagues in length, and 
17 in width, comprehending 
ſome parts of it included with- 
in other neighbouring ones. It 
1s bounded by the ocean on 
the North, and ſurrounded on 
the other ſides by the dioceſes of 
Liſieux, Seez, Avranches, and 
Coutances. In it are contained 
the Pais de Beſſin, de Bocage, 
the Campagne de Caen: the 
towns of Bayeux, Caen, and 
Vire, Conde ſur Noireau, To- 
rigny, Tinchebray, and 20 other 
boroughs; four archdeaconries, 
17 rural deanries, 14 abbeys, 
above 40 monaſteries and reli- 
gious 


=. 
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gious houſes, and 615 pariſhes. 
The income of this biſhoprick 
is above 80,000 livres per an- 

num. The biſhops of Bayeux 

are always deans of Caen, and 
call themſelves prototrones, and 
ſay they are the firſt biſhops of 
Normandy, and that as ſuch 
they have a right to preſide in 
provincial councils in the abſence 
of the archbiſhop of Rouen. 

«© The city of Bayeux, ſitu- 
ated on the banks of the little 
river Auſe, and about a league 
and an half from the ſea, is old 
and very indifferently built, hav- 
ing for many years paſt been 
greatly neglected, and is now 
daily falling to decay. This 
misfortune is in great meaſure 
8 owing 
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owing to the flouriſhing condi- 
tion of its neighbour Caen, from 
whence the diſtance is not above 
eight leagues. At preſent it 
contains 17 pariſh churches, in- 
cluding thoſe in the ſuburbs, and 
ſeven convents, of which three 


are appropriated for men and 


four for women. 

«© The preſent cathedral, which 
was erected in the year 1159, 
by biſhop Philip de Harcourt, 
and dedicated to the Holy Vir- 


gin, is large, and built in the 
form of a croſs, with pointed 


arches. In the center of the 
tranſepts is a handſome ſquare 
tower, of a more modern date, 
ſurmounted by a light and ele- 


gant ſpire. The portail at the 


Weſt 
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Weſt end is flanked by two 
ſquare towers, each of which 
terminates in a very lofty ſpire; 
and the lower part of the whole 
1 is formed by five porches. That 
which is in the middle has a 
pointed arch formed by five 
ocgogives, the reins and mouldings 
= whereof are inriched with carv- 


| © ings, repreſenting the figures of 
moſt of the principal perſons 
| 4 mentioned in the Old and New 
. "FX Teſtament. The mouldings of 
> XZ the ſweeps of all the other 
| porches are plain, In the cen- 
NWð tre pier of this portail ſtands a 
> FX flatue of the Virgin Mary; and 


on each fide thereof are ſix figures 
of the apoſtles as large as life. 
This portail, together with the 
VoL. I. C {tatues 
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ſtatues thereon, appears to be 
coeval with the preſent cathedral. 
«© The interior part of the 
church 1s not adorned with any 
ſtatues, or other ornaments; and 
the choir, pictures, and painted 
glaſs, are very indifferent. Ac- 
cording to an old regiſter- book 
of the church, there ſtood, in 
the year 1499, juſt within the 
entrance, and on each ſide of the 
portail, two coloſſal ſtatues; one, 
of William the Conqueror, op- 
polite to the chapel of St. Giles; 
the other, of St. Chriſtopher, 
fronting the chapel of the Holy 
Sepulchre; but both of them dit- 
appeared during the ravages made 
by the Calviniſts. In one of the 
6 windows, 
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windows, under a figure in 
painted glaſs which repreſents 
St, Exuperius, who is ſaid to 
have founded this biſhoprick ſo 


| early as the middle of the third 


century, are the following ver-

&« I could not meet with a ſin- 
gle monument or epitaph in this 
church ; but hiſtory tells us, that 
Agatha, the youngeſt daughter 
of William the Conqueror, dy- 
ing upon her journey to Spain, 
whither ſhe was going in order 
to be married to Alphonſo king 
of Galicia, her body was brought 
C 2 back 
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back to her native country, and 
depoſited in this cathedral *. 4 

* Overagain{t the Weſt door 
is a crols, greatly reſembling our 
Waltham croſs, and erected, as I 
was informed, upon the very ſpot 
where the Proteſtant mob burnt 
the reliques in 1502. It 1s or- 
namented with the ſtatues of St. 
John, St. Malo, and St. Lo. 

« Here I had the ſatisfaction 
of ſeeing the famous hiſtorical 
tapeſtry, which with great ex- 
actneſs, though in barbarous 

needle-work, repreſents the hiſ- 


She is reported to have ſpent her timeſlo 
much in prayer, that her knees weie brawned; 3 
and that, being affianced to Alphonſo, ſhe prayed 3 
that ſhe might die a virgin, which came to pals.

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tory of Harold king of England, 
and William duke of Normandy, 
from the embaſly of the for-

His great ſeal, repreſenting him as a biſhop 
on one fide, and as an earl on the other, is en- 
graved in plate VII. of Dr. Ducarel's Anglo-

logia, vol. I. p. 335 . 
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is a white linen cloth or canvas, 
one foot 11 inches in depth, 
and 212 feet in length. The 
figures of men, horſes, & c. are 
in their proper colours, worked 
in the manner of ſamplers, in 
worſted, and in a Gothic ſtyle, 
the human figures being with- 
out the leaſt ſymmetry or pro- 
portion. 

«© There is a received tradi- 
tion, that queen Matilda, wife of 
the Conqueror, and the ladies of 
her court, wove this tapeſtry 
with their own hands. It is an- 
nually hung up on St. John's 
day, and goes exactly round the 
nave of the church, where it 
continues eight days. At all 
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other times it is carefully locked 

up in a ftrong wainſcot preſs in 
> X a chapel on the South fide of the 

XZ cathedral dedicated to Thomas 
Becket, whoſe death 1s there re- 
preſented in a very indifferent old 
picture: |

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The dioceſe of AVRANCHES 
is of no great extent, in length 
only 14 leagues, and in width 
eight leagues. It has the ſea on 
the Welt fide, and on the others 
is contiguous to the dioceſes of 
Colitances, Bayeux, Mans, Ren- 
nes, and Dol.

by more modern writers, is con- 
ſidered as one of the moſt an- 
cient cities of Normandy. Un- 
der the dominion of the Romans, 
it made part of the ſecond Ly- 
onnoiſe; and under the French 
kings it was included within the 
kingdom of Neuttria, and there- 
with ceded by Charles the Sim- 
ple to duke Rollo, Richard T, 
duke of Normandy, erectedit into 
an earldom in favour of his fon 

| Robert; 
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Robert; upon the failure of whoſe 
heirs male it deſcended to Alme- 
ric, earl of Montfort, ſon of Si- 
mon de Montfort, by Agnes, 
daughter of Richard, eldeſt ſon 
of the before- mentioned Robert, 
the firſt earl of Evreux. Simon, 
the eldeſt ſon of this Almeric, 
earl of Montfort and Evreux, 
coming into England, married 
Amicia, one of the ſiſters and 
coheirs of Robert Fitz-Painel, 
earl of Leiceſter, and in her right 


obtained that earldom, together 


with the ſtewardſhip of England, 
in addition to his other titles of 
earl of Montfort and Evreux. It 
at preſent belongs to the duke of 
Bouillon, who took it in exchange 
for the principality of Sedan.

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«© The city is ſituated in a 
moſt pleaſant and fruitful valley, 
{ſcreened on the North and South 


| 1 ſides by ſteep hills, and plenti- 
fully watered by the river Iton, 


which divides itſelf into three 
banches at a ſmall diſtance from 
the walls. One of theſe branches 
turns away North from the city; 
another runs on the outſide of 
the walls, and at a very ſmall 


diſtance from them; and the 


third, which is an artificial canal, 
cut at the expence of Joan of 
France, daughter of Lewis Hutin, 
and wife of Philip count of Ev- 
reux, afterwards king of Navarre, 
paſſes through the midſt of the 
city.

eſteemed one of the fineſt ſtruc- 
tures of its kind in France. It

Peter and St. Nicholas; and in the fauxbourgs, 
thoſe of St. Thomas, St. Denys, St. Leger, 
Notre Dame de la Ronde, St. Aguiline, St. Y 
Giles, and St, Germain, 1 
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was built by Henry I, king of 
England, inſtead of that ſaid to 


7 | have been founded by St. Tauri- 


5 nus, biſhop of Evreux, about the 
year 412, and which, together 
with moſt of the churches and 


4 public edifices in the place, king 
Henry, at the time of the con- 
teſts between him and earl Al- 


meric, had, in the year 1119, 
vWwith the approbation of Ouen, 
biſhop of the dioceſe, cauſed to 
be burat down, in order to re- 
duce the city to the neceſſity of 
ſurrendering to his forces, which 
had long laid fiege thereto. This 
cathedral is built in the form of 
a croſs. The nave and choir 
are ſeparated from the chapels 
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and ſide ailes by 32 elegant pil- 
lars, 16 on each fide; and the 
tranſept of the croſs forms an 
octagonal dome, or lantern ; over 
which riſes a lofty turret, ter- 
minated by a ſpire, which was 
erected by Lewis XI, at the in- 
ſtance and under the immediate 
inſpection of the famous cardi- 
nal Ballie, whilſt he was biſhop. 
At the back of the chancel, and 


adjoining to the church-yard, 


are three figures ſtanding againſt 
a pillar, and repreſenting canons 
of the cathedral, having their 
heads covered with their ameſſes, 


according to the cuſtom of for- 
mer times. At a little diſtance 
from them, againſt another pil- 


lar, 
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lar, ſtands the figure of a fourth 
canon, bare-headed, and holding 


5 his hand upon his heart, in token 


of repentance. Tradition ſays 


that this laſt figure was deſigned 
to repreſent a canon, who, being 
convicted of hereſy, was excom- 


9 municated, and deprived of his 
XX eccleſiaſtical benefices, but hav- 


ing afterwards abjured his errors, 
was reconciled to the church, 
and reſtored to his former rights 
and privileges. To this it is ad- 
ded, that the chapter, in order to 
perpetuate the memory of that 
tranſaction, inſiſted, at the time 
of the rebuilding of the cathe- 
dral, by Henry I, king of En- 
gland, that theſe figures ſhould 
d 2 continue 
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continue fixed to the pillars of 
the church, | 

«© The chapter of this cathe- * 
dral conſiſts of 31 canons, among 
which they reckon ſeven digni- 
taries, viz. the dean, the grand 
chanter, the three archdeacons of 
Evreux, Newbourg, and Ouche; 
the treaſurer, and the peniten- 
tiary *, Eight of theſe canons 
being eſtabliſhed upon the old 
foundation are ſtyled barons, on 
account of the barony of Anger- 
ville which belongs to them. 
Next in rank to the dignitaries, 
is the abbat of Bec; to whoſe 
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The dean is elected by the chapter; but all 
the other dignitaries and canons are in the col- 
lation of the biſhop,

office a canonry in this cathedral 
is perpetually annexed. 

The abbey dedicated to St.

Behind the chancel 
of the abbey-church, at the 
depth of about eight feet from 
the ſurface, is a vault to which 
you deſcend by two flights of 
ſtairs, each conſiſting of fix ſteps;

The dioceſe of SEEZ is 25 
leagues in length, and between 
eight and 10 in breadth. It is 
ſurrounded by the biſhopricks of 
Liſieux, Evreux, Mans, and Bay- 
eux. It contains the Pais du 
Houme and des Marches, and 
part of the country of Perche : 
the towns of Seez, Alengon, Ar- 
gentan, Falaiſe, Hieſmes, Mor- 
tagne, and Belleme, Trun, Ecou- 
chey, Carrouge, Efley, Moulins, 
and ſeveral other boroughs; five 
archdeaconries, fix rural dean- 

ries, 
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ries, many abbeys and religious 


houſes, and 500 pariſhes. Its 


annual income is 10 or 12,000 
livres. The cathedral, dedicated 


to the martyrs Gervaſius and 


Protaſius, is a handſome build- 
ing, and one of its chapels is a 
pariſh church. The chapter con- 


X fiſts of a provoſt, chanter, prin- 


cipal archdeacon and four others, 
16 canons, and four demi-pre- 
bends. The chapter was ſecu- 
larized 1547, and all theſe be- 
nefices are in the gift of the bi- 
ſhop; the canonries are worth 
4 or 500 livres each. 

The city for want of trade is 
almoſt deſerted. It has four other

The dioceſe of LisIEUxX, firſt 
founded by Litard, contains 580 
pariſhes, and four archdeaconries.

It is bounded 
on the North by the ſea and the 
river Seine, and is contiguous to 
the dioceſes of Rouen, Evreux, 
Seez, and Bayeux. It contains 
the Pais d' Auge and de Lieuvin;

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X Tonque, and ſeveral other bo- 
'Y roughs; four archdeaconries, I4 
rural deanries, eight abbeys, di- 


vers monaſteries, and 580 pa- 
riſhes. The biſhop, who is earl 
of Liſieux, collates to many be- 
nefices: ſeveral of which are in 
the city of Rouen, and enjoys an 
annual income of 40, ooo livres.

Liſieux is a ſmall city of 
4 Upper Normandy, and in the 
2X generality of Rouen, pleaſantly 
2X fituated on the river Tonque. 
IF This city, which was eſteemed 
X the capital of the Pais de Lieu- 
vin whilſt that country was 
under the government of the 
French kings, is now the pro- 
Pert y 
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perty and ſee of the biſhop, who 
is alſo earl of Liſieux. His di- 
oceſe is one of the moſt conſi- 
derable in the province. 

«© The cathedral makes but 
an indifferent appearance, but 
contains ſome tolerably good mo- 
numents. In the choir is a braſs 
monument for one Hannuier, an 
Engliſhman ; and another, of 
white marble, erected for Wil- 
liam d'Eſtouteville, founder of 
the college de Liſieux at Paris. 
In the chapel of the Holy Vir- 
gin ſtands the tomb of the 
founder, Peter Couchon, biſhop 
of Beauvais, who, in reward for 
the juigment which he as ſu- 
preme judge gave in the caſe of 

the 
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the Maid of Orleans, obtained 
the biſhoprick of Liſieux. The 
biſhop, however, afterwards re- 
penting of what he had done in 
that matter, built this chapel, 
and therein founded a high maſs 
to the Holy Virgin, which 1s 
ſung daily by the choriſters, in 
order, as it is expreſſed in his 
X foundation- charter, to expiate 
1 0 the falſe judgment which he 
gave in the above-mentioned 
caſe. 

«© The canons of this church, 
by virtue of a compact between 
them and the biſhop, enjoy the 
extraordinary privilege of being 
earls of Liſieux, with the full 
exerciſe of all civil and criminal 

Juriſdiction 
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Juriſdiction. within the earldom, 
during the vigil and feaſt-day of 
St. Urſinus in every year. In 
order to perpetuate this right, 
two of the canons elected by the 
chapter for that purpoſe having 
on the vigil of the ſaint dreſſed 
themſelves in their ſurplices, co- 
vered with bandaleers of flowers, 
and holding noſegays in their 
hands, mount on horſeback at 
the great door of the cathedral, 
and ride to each of the four gates 
of the city, preceded by two 
mace-bearers, two chaplains, and 2 
twenty-five halberdiers armed 
with helmets and cuiraſſes, and 
followed by all the officers of 
juſtice on horſeback, clothed in 3 

3 their 
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their proper habits, covered with 
bandaleers of flowers, and carry- 


ing noſegays in their hands. As 


ſoon as theſe canons arrive at the 
city- gates the keys are delivered 


up to them; and they there poſt 


a proper guard of their own, in 
lieu of that of the archbiſhop, 


Which, on the delivery of the 
keys to the canons, immediately 


marches out. All cuſtoms pay- 
able within the city, and the 
profits of the fair therein held 
on St. Urſinus's day, belong to 
theſe two canonical earls; in 
conſideration of which they 
deliver to each of the other 
canons a loaf of bread and two 
flagons of wine: and, in caſe 

any 
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any poſt or place of profit within 
the earldom becomes vacant dur- 
ing theſe two days, they have the 
ſole right of nomination and pre- 
ſentation thereunto *. 
Here is a Benedictine nun- 
nery, founded in the year 
10 50, by Leſceline counteſs of 
Eu, with the aſſiſtance of her 
ſons, earl Robert, and Hugh 
biſhop of Liſieux. The latter 
lies buried at the entrance of the 
choir; and on the wall adjoining, 
is an inſcription, in which he is 
called founder of that nunnery.”

T. Ouen is a royal abbey, in the 

city of Rouen, probably the 
oldeſt in Normandy, founded about 
A. D. 538, by king Clotaire I. who 
placed therein ſome Benedictine 
Monks. Being deſtroyed by the 


Normans, it was, about 841, re- 


ſtored by Rollo, who was become a 
Chriſtian, aud! it was much improved by 
B Richard 
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Richard I and II. dukes of Nermandy. 
The church, built about 1126, being 
burnt down in 1136, Richard I. king 
of England, and Matilda the empreſs, 
rebuilt it. It was a ſecond time de- 
ſtroyed by fire in 1248, and the pre- 
ſent magnificent church was begun in 
1318 by Abbat John Rouſſel. This 
abbey enjoys many privileges, and no- 
minates or preſents to nine priories, 
eighty pariſhes, and ſeven chapels. 
Its annual income is 70,000 livres.

The monks of St. Audoen at Rouen

It was burnt by the Nor- 
mans 841, and Tebuilt by Richard J.

Mr. Wraxall, in his Tour before 
cited, p. 202, &c. deſcribes this ex- 
traordinary rock riſing in the middle 
of the bay of Avranches, a league from 
the village of Genet, acroſs the ſound 
paſſable only at low water, defended 
on one ſide by perpendicular crags, 
and on the other by ſtrong walls and 
towers. The town of one ſtreet winds 
round the foot of the rock. Higher up 
are ſtate priſons and other buildings; 
and on the ſummit the abbey occu- 
pyiug a prodigious ſpace of ground, 
and proportionably ſtrong and ſolid. 
The fale de chevalerie or knights hall 
reſembles for ſize that at Marien 
bourg in Poliſh Pruſſia, but is ruder, 
and of earlier date. Here Louis IV. 
6 inſtituted 
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inſtituted the order of Knights of the 
Croſs of St. Michael, who here held 
their chapters *. After paſſing thro' 
ſeveral leſſer rooms into a long paſ- 
fage, and thence through a door and 
narrow entrance perfectly dark, Mr. 
Wraxall was conducted into a dun- 
geon, in which ſtood a cage about 12 
feet ſquare and 20 high, compoſed 
of prodigious wooden bars, with a 
wicket near a foot thick, which had 
been the abode of many eminent vic- 
tims in former ages, whoſe names and 
miſeries are now forgotten. The ſou-

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rous as not to be known to their 
keepers. The Oubliettes are certain 
dark vaults, into which perſons guilty 
of very heinous crimes were let down 
with one loaf of bread and a bottle of 
wine, and left to periſh. Between 
the abbey and the outer wall was a 
hollow near 100 feet deep, and at the 
bottom of it a window opening into 
the ſea. This is called the © Hole 
of Montgomeri,” from that count de 
Montgomeri, who accidentally killed 
Henry II. king of France, at a tourna- 
ment 1 559, and being a hugonot, and 
eſcaping the maſſacre of Paris, made 
head againſt the royal forces in Nor- 
mandy till he was obliged to retire 
to the Tombelaine, another ſuch rock 
as Mount St. Michael, and three- 
quarters of a league from it, and then 


fortified 
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fortified by a caſtle; From hence he 
attempted to ſurprize the Mount, but 
being betrayed by the monks, aud all 
his troop of 50 men cut off, except 
two and himſelf, with difficulty re- 
gained the Tombelaine. His ſcaling 
ladders and grapling irons are ſhewn 
here. The church reſts on 9g enor- 
mous pillars founded on the folid 
rock, which Mr. Wraxall conjectured 
to be each 25 feet diameter. Two 
ſmaller ſupport the centre tower. 
The refectory, cloiſters and cells are 
very magnificent and ſpacious; but 
ſo much decayed, that one of the 
great towers, by its many cracks; 
threatens ſpeedy ruin. Among the 
reliques, they ſhew the ſcull of St: 
Aubert biſhop of Avranches, with the 
impreſſion of the arch-angel's thumb, 
after

after his neglect of repeated warnings 
to build this church: a fine head of 
Charles VI. of France cut in cryſtal ; 
an arm of a St. Richard king of 
England; an enormous gold cockle 
ſhell *, weighs many pounds, given 
by Richard ſecond duke of Norman- 
dy when he founded the abbey ; and a 
great ſtone which fell on the head of 
Louis XI. at the ſiege of Beſangon 
without hurting him. The late king _ 
ſequeſtered the ample revenues of this 
place : a prior 1s ſubſtituted to the 
abbot, and the religious reduced from 
30 to 14. It is at preſent conſidered 
rather as a ſtate priſon, whoſe illuſ- 
- trious inhabitants are confined more 


or leſs ſtrictly, according to the royal 
3 badge of the order. 
Vo“. I. N mandate. 
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mandate. There are in one range of 
rooms eight who eat at a round table 
together, are allowed each a pint of 
wine, but no knives or forks; and 
no perſon is allowed to enter the 
doors where they live, or hold any 
converſation with them. Some have 
been ſent hither ſince the acceſſion of 
the preſent king. Others have liberty 
to go into every part of the Mount 
habited as prieſts. About 16 days 
before Mr. Wraxall was there, a pri- 
ſoner, after 10 months confinement, 
eſcaped by letting himſelf down 100 
feet perpendicular by a rope, crofled 
the ſands at low water, and had not 
fince been heard of, Perſons of qua- 
lity, who are lunatics, are alſo ſent 
hither. Between 8 and 10,000 pea- 
ſants, and ſome of higher rank, come 


hither 
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hither annually on pilgrimage from a 
conſiderable diſtance ; It is ſaid the late 
Dauphin made a viſit here, They 
wear a ribbon-in form of a croſs. on 
their breaſts, and on their cloaths the 
image of St. Michael vanquiſhing the 
devil; their hats are covered with 
cockle-ſhells laced round the edges; 
and on the crown a gilt coronet ſur- 
mounted by the croſs. At the foot of 
the mountain cloſe to the ſea is a fine 
well of freſh water; and in the rock 
above are hewn very capacious ciſterns, 
The town itſelf is almoſt as curious as 
any part of the Mount. Many of the 
houſes appear to be 5 or 600 years 
old, and few later than Louis XI's 
time. The whole number of perſons 
in the town and abbey does not ex- 


ceed 


bonn. 
ceed 180 in time of peace, when the 
militia guard the priſoners. But in 


time of war there is a garriſon of 500 


ſoldiers. In 1090, Robert duke of 
Normandy and William Rufus be- 
ſieged their brother Henry a long 
time in this mount; and when he 
was on the point of ſurrendering from 
thirſt, Robert generouſly ſent him a 
ſupply of wine.
